The  data  for  this  study  of  the  ideals  of  children  were  col- 
lected along  with  the  data  regarding  favorite  games  (see  May, 
1906,  Quarterly).  Each  child  was  asked  what  he  wanted  to  be 
or  do  when  grown.  The  answers  may  in  some  cases  be  subject 
to  error,  but  the  large  results  should  be  worth  something.  The 
industrial  or  social  ideal  selected  by  any  child  is  a  revelation 
of  his  existing  interest,  and  while  most  ideals  thus  selected  are 
transient,  they  reveal  an  emphasis  which  is  real  to  the  child. 
Further  than  this, — the  tabulations  for  each  school  grade 
should  reveal  those  occupations  which  have  a  peculiar  appeal 
for  children  of  that  age. 

Any  teacher  may  get  the  data  from  his  pupils  and  profit  by 
explaining  the  ways  in  which  the  results  agree  with  and  differ 
from  the  ones  here  given.

The  boys  of  this  grade  show  a  preference,  in  the  new  occu- 
pations selected,  for  professional  and  directive  positions. 
A  growing  intelligence  as  to  the  nature  of  occupations  is  respon- 
sible for  this  preference. 

It  may  prove  interesting  to  find  the  ratio  of  new  occupa- 
tions reported  in  each  grade  to  the  number  of  pupils  in  each 
grade.  Such  a  table  follows  and  shows  that  this  ratio  for  the 
boys  ranges  from  1  to  3  to  1  to  5.7,  while  for  the  girls  it  ran- 
ges from  1  to  8.7  to  1  to  33.  From  this  it  follows  that  at  no 
stage  in  their  school  careers  do  the  multitudinous  occupations 
around  them  make  so  strong  an  appeal  to  the  girls  as  is  made 
to  the  boys.  This  helps  to  explain  why  boys  are  more  trouble- 
some in  school  than  are  girls.  Whether  social  ideals  are  suffi- 
cient to  explain  this  uniformity  of  ideals  among  the  girls  has 
not  yet  been  made  clear.

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It  will  be  remembered  that  a  low  average  indicates  individ- 
uality of  selection  and  that  a  high  average  indicates  that  the 
children  are  much  alike  in  their  choices.  It  is  evident,  from 
the  table  above,  that  boys  are  more  alike  than  are  girls  in 
their  choice  of  games  in  every  grade;  also,  that  boys  are  more 
individual  in  their  choice  of  occupations  than  are  the  girls  in 
every  grade.  The  boys  select  games  that,  in  general,  imply 
group  co-operation  along  with  group  competition  while  the 
girls  select  games  that  are  individualistic  and  competitive. 
Few  games  were  found  that  were  favorites  in  all  grades  with 
either  boys  or  girls. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  tabulate  the  ideals  of  boys  and  girls 
in  all  grades,  as  the  favorite  games  were  tabulated,  in  order  to 
see  in  what  grades  and  with  what  relative  force  occupations  ap- 
peal to  children.  The  following  tables  will  show,  therefore,  in 
what  grades  and  how  often  in  each  a  given  occupation  is  select- 
ed; how  many  times  each  occupation  is  selected  and  what  is  the 
range  in  age  of  those  selecting  it.

It  is  remarkable  that  200  girls,  almost  one-half  of  the  en- 
tire number  with  representatives  from  every  grade,  choose 
teaching,  while  only  10  boys  select  it  as  an  occupation.  There 
are  only  eight  occupations  that  are  chosen  but  once  by  the 
girls  while  there  are  fifty -four  occupations  each  chosen  by  only 
one  boy.  420  girls  choose  from  30  occupations  while  402  boys 
choose  from  90  occupations.  20  boys  and  10  girls  do  not  know 
what  they  want  to  do  when  grown  up.  Other  remarkable 
things  are  that  68  boys  wish  to  become  engineers  and  47  farm- 
ers. 

This  study  is  but  a  beginning.  The  field  is  as  yet  un- 
touched. If  children  could  be  followed  through  successive 
grades  to  see  how  their  choices  of  games  and  occupations 
change,  the  result  would  throw  great  light  upon  their  develop- 
ment. If  the  choices  of  occupations  could  be  followed  up,  their 
influence  upon  actual  occupation  could  be  estimated. 

Imperfect  though  this  study  be,  it  should  prove  of  value  to 
any  teacher  who  is  interested  in  studying  the  initiative  of 
children  as  manifested  in  their  games  and  plays.  The  tables 
ought  to  show,  in  a  broad  way,  when  children  are  ready  for 
certain  games  and  when  they  are  interested  in  certain  occupa- 
tions. All  such  knowledge  should  be  of  immediate  practical 
value  to  the  teacher. 

The  study,  however,  warrants  two  conclusions: — 

1.  Girls  are  more  individual  than  are  boys  in  their  selec- 
tion of  games. 

2.  Boys  are  more  individual  than  are  girls  in  their  selec- 
tion of  future  occupations.
